Through unofficial press reports the 
German government has been apprised 
from time to time of the alterations 
and in this way already is in posses­ 
sion of the main concessions. 
The optimism in Allied lienee cir­ 
cles, which had been so noticeable in 
the last few days. has changed to a 
feeling of uncertainty as to whether 
the Germans will find the modifica­ 
tions sufficient to warrant acceptance.

May Day Holiday Rejected. 
The debate was said by veteran la­ 
bor leaders to have been the most bit­ 
ter they ever heard.

TOPS OF UNBLEACHED MUSLIN 


Spreads 
Are 
Delightfully 
Easy 
tc 
Make and Are Both Decorative 
and Artistic. 


This la the time for «mme lovely un­ 
bleached muslin spreads. They are de­ 
lightfully easy to make and ever se 
artistic. Make a square of the muslin 
(sometimes it is possible to get it 
wide enough to fashion the entire cov­ 
er witliout piecing), and border the 
square with a th roe-1 neb band of col­ 
ored chambray (rove or hlue would he 
pretty), and then place a motif of tlte 
chambray in the center—it matters 
not how simple It la, though you can 
make it as handsome a* you please. 
Floral designs are the best, and yon 
will be surprised what pretty flowers 
you can yourself draw fur tho pur­ 
pose. Pencil them U|K>n tho center of 
the spread, or, better yet. pencil tin rn 
upon paper and cut them out. Then 
place 
the 
paper design 
iqmn 
the 
spread and druxv a pencil line about 
the edges, thus transferring the pat­ 
tern to the muslin. Next proceed to 
place the paper designs over the color­ 
ed chambray and cut out the cham­ 
bray 
accordingly, 
except 
that 
the 
chambray should extend a good eighth 
of an Inch beyond the paper patterns, 
for turning in. Next place the center 
of the cutout chambray designa to tie1 
center of the penciled designs aud 
pluce a pin in the center to hold them 
together. Proceed to turn In till* edges 
of the chambray to exactly ill within 
the designs pencil) ii upon tile muslin 
and baste them down. 
Next applique the chambray 
per­ 
manently to the muslin by an outline 
stitch of allk or mercerized cotton the 
color of the chambray. It is a pretty 
Idea, lf the design consists of flowers, 
to make center of French knots in a 
contrasting color. The stems should 
be done In nn outline stitch of green, 
unless some other color tits better in­ 
to the arheme.

On July I. C alifornians will 
vote at a special election, which baa 
been called by the governor, to a u ­ 
thorise the expenditure of the huge 
Mini of 140.000.(YOO for the com ple­ 
tion of the highw ay ayntenia of th at 
•tate. 
That Californiana 
will 
a p ­ 
prove the m easure is regarded as cer­ 
tain. 
They are so intent 
upon it 
th a t they do not propose to wait for 
the reg u lar election, but ask a *p<- 
cia! election In order th at the work 
may be begun ut the earliest possible 
moment. 
One of the most Interesting phases 
of pnwt-bellum reeonatruction in the 
m o unting public concern in the m a t­ 
te r of good roads. 
D uring the next 
five or six yearn a sum ru n n in g high 
into the hundreds of millions of* dol­ 
lars will he spent In the United States 
for paving highways.

but they mean far 
more than this. 
Last Septem ber at 
Cleveland a teat was made of several 
tw o-ton trucks on paved and unpaved 
roads. 
Each truck, 
fully 
loaded, 
traveled IOO miles on 8:49 gallons 
of gasoline over the paved road, The 
cost for gasoline at 25 ren ts a gallon, 
was $2.12. 
Over the plain dirt road 
these trucks traveled ti sim ilar dis­ 
tance on 17.30 gallons each, the cost 
for gasoline being $1.33, on an in­ 
crease of more th an IOO per cent. 
Every limp you drive a mile on a 
dirt road, you uae twice a i much gas­ 
oline as when you travel on a paved 
surface.

Among the modifications to the trea­ 
ty which are acceded to by the con­ 
ference are frontier rectifications for 
West Prussia; a plebiscite in Upper 
Silesia, with a guaranty to Germany 
that Nile will receive fulr treatm ent in 
securing mineral products from that 
region; modifications In the clauses re- 
latIn*, to finance, economic and w ater 
ways phases of tho treaty; permission 
for Germany to retain 200,000 men in 
its army temporarily and a promise to 
furnish Germany within a m onth with 
a full list of the persons who are to be 
tried fur responsibility for the great 
conflict and violations of the laws of 
war.
